G rorria di d suddenly at his home 
here early today. Death was said 
to be due to an acute attack of 
asthma, from which Senator Wat­ 
son had suffered for som° years. 
Although failing health had in­ 
terrupted Senator Watson’s atten­ 
dance at senate session frequently 
n the last several months, he was 
hi his se:t Friday when the senate 
adjourned and his friends believed 
then that he was show ng improve­ 
ment. He was stricken suddenly af­ 
ter dinner last night and passed 
away shortly after three'o’clock this 
morning. He was sixty-six years of 
ag*. 
Members of his family and a 
number of close friends wrere at his 
bcds de when the end came. 
During the first year and a bal 
of his term in the senate Senator 
Watson gave no indication of any 
impairment of the vigor and ac­ 
tivity which marked his long car- 
e r in politics and as a publisher. 
In his last speech in the senate the 
Georgia senator severely criticized 
the adminstration 
for its* course 
in connection with the ran strike 
situation. His previous attacks on 
the administration and mo t notably 
his charges of illegal hangings in 
the American Expeditionary Forces 
made him a conspicous figure in 
the senate body during his brief 
service there. 
Born in Thompson, Georgia in 
1856. Senator Watson grew up and 
practiced law there for some year- 
bef ors entering politics. After serv­ 
ing in the Georgia house of repre­ 
sentatives and as democratic elector 
he was elected to congress in 1891 
on the 
populist 
ticket. 
Senator 
Watson was nominated as the choice 
for vice-president at the St. Louis 
populist convention which endorsed 
William J. Bryan for -president in 
1896.

Judge Mark L. Bozarth, of the dis­ 
trict court of Okmulgee county, was 
today disqualified by the state su­ 
preme court from sitting in the 
trial of Governor Robertson on a 
charge of accepting a bribe. In an 
opinion handed down by tile vouni 
Judge Bozarth was ordered to cer­ 
tify to his disqualification at once. 
The decision assumed jurisdiction 
for the court thy overruling a mo­ 
tion of the Okmulgee county attor­ 
ney which declared the count was 
without authority to order Judge 
Bozarth to disqualify himself. The 
act of the court was conceded as 
a victory for Governor Robertson, 
and came after, three days of argu­ 
ment. The decision was written by 
Chief Justice Harrison and con­ 
curred in by five justices. 
After reviewing the evidence of­ 
fered by counsel for the governor 
that feeling in Okmulgee ran high 
against him at the time of the in­ 
dictment and that Judge Bozarth 
made no attempt to halt demonstra­ 
tions against the Chief executive, 
Chief Justice Harrison said in his 
opinion; 
“Under all these adverse facts, 
circumstances, and conditions, wa 
cannot accord to Judge Bozarth 
thai free, fair and unbiased state of 
mind, nor that freedom of action 
which the law contemplates in its 
guarantee of a fair and Impartial 
trial without prejudice.” 
In declaring that the supreme 
court had jurisdiction in the gov­ 
ernor’s case, the opinion declared 
that the case was purely civil and 
that the tribunal has jurisdiction in 
all civil cases.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 
26.— 
Ben Watts* state game and fsih 
warden, cannot employ more than 
the thirteen rangers the law allows 
him for the quail and deer season 
even though he saved money from 
bis appropriation by employing less 
than that tins summer, according 
to a recent decision by the attorney 
general. 
Watt wrote to the attorney gen­ 
eral that he had discharged several 
of his rangers for the summer 
and so saved the expense of their 
salaries for that season, but that 
now he desires to employ addition­ 
al rangers since the quail and deer 
season is approaching. 
The attorney general replied that 
the maximum number of rangers 
allowed (by law for the state is thir­ 
teen and that dhe appropriation is 
for that number to be employed the 
year round. He said the number to 
be employed could Ibe varied from 
season to season and the state ward­ 
en thought necessary blit that it 
could not go above the maximum of 
thirteen.
